ROSSLAND ORE SHIPMENTS. 

Work on the War Eagle- Most Satisfactory 
Shipments in That Great Mine. 

Rossi. and, March 15.— (Special)— The 
shipments of on; from Roasland mines 
to the smelters last week totalled 976 
tons and since January 1, 11,30-1 tons. 
The O. K. milled last week 140 tons and 
Bince January 1,1,182 tons. The sec- 
ond mill test of the Le lioi ore will be 
made to-morrow in the O. K. mill, when 
a lot of 50 tons from the waste dump 
will be run through.

Washington, March 15.— The new 
tarill' bill prepared by the Republican 
members of the ways and means com- 
mittee was introduced in the house to- 
day by Chairman Dingley, The features 
of the bill, which are of interest to 
Canada, are as follows: 

Timber for spars and wharves, 1 cent 
per cubic foot ; sawed boards and other 
lumber of white wood, sycamore and 
bass wood, $1 per thousand feat; sawed 
lumber not specifically provided for §'2 
per thousand, planed lumber 50 cents 
additional per one thousand feet for 
every side planed ; tongued and grooved 
and planed on one Bide- $L additional ; 
tongued and grooved and planed on both 
sides $1.50; no deduction is made 
the measurement for planing. 
It is provided that in case of 
a foreign country import tax on lumber 
an ad valorem duty of 25 per cent, shall 
be added to the regular duties on lum- 
ber from that country, Posts and poles 
and railroad ties are dutiable at 20 per 
cent, ad valorem ; sawed boards of cedar, 
box, mahogany and other hard cabinet 
woods, 15 per cent. ; veneers, 20 per 
cent.; clap hoards, $1.50 per thousand; 
wheel hubs and blocks unfinished, 20 
per cent. ; laths, 15 cents per thousand ; 
pickets, 10 per cent. ; shingles, 20 cents 
per thousand ; cases and packing boxes, 
;!0 per cent. ; rattan chairs, 10 per out. ; 
willow, 20 per cent.; manufactures of 
willow, 50 per cent.; toothpicks, J.< cent 
per thousand and 15 per cent.; furni- 
ture, 35 per cent. 

In the wool schedule, wools whicl 
have usually been imported from Can- 
ada are taxed 11 cents per pound; Can- 
ada long wools, 12 cents per pound. 
Wools of the first class imported wash- 
ed shall pay double duty, and wooIb of 
the first and second classes imported 
scoured, treble duty. Unwashed wools 
shall be considered such as shall have 
been shorn fronl sheep without any 
cleansing ; washed wools, such as have 
been washed with water only on the 
sheup's back or on the skin ; wool wash- 
ed in any other manner to be con- 
sidered as scoured; on woollerf %veb- 
biag, gorings, suspenders, braces, belt- 
ings, bindings, braids, dress trimmings, 
laces and embroideries, buttons or 
barred buttons, (i0 cents per pound and 
CO per cent, ad valorem, 

Sugars not above No. 10 degrees and 
concentrates testing not above 75 de- 
grees are dutiable at one cent per pound 
and ::-100 cents additional for every de- 
gree above No. lti, and on all relined 
sugars, 1.875c per pound; molasses 
above 50 degrees, six cents per gallon; 
maple sugar and syrup, four cents per 
pound. 

The lead ore provision of the tariff 
bill fixes a duty of one cent per pound 
ou lead contained in the ore. The du- 
ties are to be estimated at the jxarts of 
entry, bonds being required in double 
the amount and the duties will be liqui- 
dated after government assay. bead 
dress, two cents per pound; red lead and 
white lead and white paint, 2,'^c per 
pound ; iron ore, 40c a ton. 

Citizens returning from abroad cannot 
bring more than $100 worth of clothing 
in addition to what they took with 
them. 

The reciprocity scheme authorizes the 
President to lower the duties on argeols, 
silks, champagnes, brandies, still wines, 
chickory, mineral waters, paintings, 
statuary, sugar and molasses in return 
for concessions to goods of the United 
States, and to place duties on ooffe, tea 
and hides to secure concessions. The 
duties on silk, partly made from cocoon 
or waste silk are -fO cents per pound, on 
raw silk 30 p.c. ad valorem, spun silk 
from 20 to liOc. per pound and 15 per 
cent, ad valorem, and silk goods range 
from 10c. to 65 pound and lire not less 
than 50 or HO per cent, oi the value of 
the goods in any case. 

Pulp-paper and books, mechanically 
ground wood pulp, one-twelfth of one 
cent per pound; chemical wood pulp, 
unbleached, one-sixth of a cent; bleach- 
ed, one-fourth of a cent; sheathing pa- 
per and rootiing felt, 10 per cent, ad val- 
orem; printing paper, dutiable only for 
bocks and newspapers, 15 n«r cent, ad 
valorem. 

The reciprocity scheme of the bill 
authorizes the President to muke treaties 
on certain goods in return for recipiocal 
or equivalent concessions to products or 
manufactures of the United States. It 
further provides, with a view to secure 
reciprocal trade with foreign governments 
that tho President, when he is satisfied 
that the government of any country or 
colony of such government, exporting 
to the United States eoli'ee or tea or 
hides, imposeB duties or other exactions 
upon the agricultural manufactures or 
other products of the United States, 
which in view of the free introduction of 
such coffee, tea and hides into 
the United States, he may deem 
to be reciprocally unequal and un- 
reasonable, he shall have power and 
it shall be his duty to suspend 
the provisions of this act relating to the 
free introduction of such coffee, tea, and 
liides, raw or uncured, whether dry, 
salted or pickled ; Angora goat Bkins. 
raw, without the wool ; unmanufactured 
ashes stains, raw or unmanufactured, 
and Btains, except the sheep stains with 
the wool on, of the products of such 
country or colony fcr such time as he 
shall deem just.

King George Says a Bloody Operation 
Will Be Necessary to 
Separate Them. 



Riciotti Garibaldi Organizing Three 
Regiments to Help the 
Fighting Cretans. 



London, March 15.— A despatch to 
the Pall Mall Gazette from Rome says 
that Riciotti Garibaldi, son of General 
Garibaldi, has organized three regiments 
ol" volunteers for service in the Greek 
army in Crete and has been joined in 
the organization of these troops by 
General Stefano Canive, his brother-in 
aw, and Colonel Mereu. The govern- 
ment, the despatch adds, has wired to 
Admiral Canevaro the admiral com 
standing the united fleet of the powers 
at Canea instructions to arrest Garibaldi 
and his followers it thev should land in 
Crete. 

Athens, March 15.— King George, re 
plying to a question : "What will be the 
attitude of Greece in view of the ulti 
inatum of the powers?" said to a for- 
eigner of high rank: "Greece and Crete 
are now closely joined. If the powers 
determine to separate them, it will ne- 
cessitate a bloody operation." Every 
steamer -brings a great many foreign 
volunteers. It is remarked that among 
them are numerous Macedonians. 

New Yobk , March 15. — James Crcel- 
man, cabling from Larissa, Thessaly to 
the New York Journal, says: "I have 
just ridden in from the Turkish camp in 
Macedonia, having been the first corre- 
spondent to croBs the frontier where 
the Turkish and Greek armies are 
watching each other. The slightest 
accident may precipitate a savage 
conflict that will engulf all Europe. 
The Turkish soldiers are on lire with a 
lesire to ravage Greece. The Greek 
soldiers with their white skirts are danc- 
ing the ancient Pyrrhic dances and sing- 
ing war songs within a few feet of the 
Turkish pickets. The Turkish general 
told me that if Greece offers any provo- 
cation on the frontier his troops will not 
stop till they reach Athens. 

"I counted 100 Krtipp three-inch can 
non in the Turkish camp. The Turks 
claim to have 52,000 soldiers on th 
Macedonian frontier, not counting the 
artillery and cavalry. It is no exagger 
ation to say that the force is very strong 
I wi»b arrested by the Turks, but man 
aged finally to reach the Greek head- 
quarters here at midnight."

Ottawa, March 15.— Hon. Mr. Lau- 
rier to-day purchased a $10,000 resi- 
dence on Theodore street, near the Ri- 
deau rifle range. 

The report of the international fisher- 
ies commissioners refers at some length 
to '.he salmon fisheries of British Colum- 
bia and suggests recommendations to ap- 
ply only to waters adjacent to the boun- 
dary between British Columbia and the 
state of Washington which are traversed 
by the main body of sockeyee. The re- 
commendations cover trap and drift gill 
nets, and urge that commercial fishing; 
with nets be restricted to the tidal part 
of the river. The weekly close season, 
.suggested is irom 6 a.m. Saturday to (j 
p.tn, Sunday ; the close season from Oc- 
tober 1 to April 1, during which all net 
lishing Bhall be prohibited. The com- 
missioners believe the present regula- 
tions regarding the disposal of ofl'al to be 
inadequate and impracticable. 

Services in memory of the late Pro- 
fessor Drummond were held in Govern- 
ment House to-day. 

The executive of the railway employes 
saw Hon. Mr. Blair to-day and com- 
plained that dismissals are being made 
on the Intercolonial pending official in- 
vestigation, and contrary to the under- 
standing reached two weeks ago. The 
minister telegraphed to Moncton that no 
further dismissals should take place. 

The Maryland Steel Co., of Baltimore, 
has secured a contract for 3,000 tons of 
steel rails for the Intercolonial.

What Ex-Finance Minister Foster 
Thinks of It— Hard on 
Canadian Products. 



The Dominion Should Provide for Its 
Own Wants and Cultivate 
Great Britain. 



Ottawa, March 15.— (Special)-- The 
ministers declined to express an opinion 
with respect to the U.S. tariff. Ex- 
inance Minister Poster, however, said 
the tariff, from whatl have read in the 
papers, seems to be a new edition oi the 
McKinley tariff, revised and enlarged. 
In very few instances the duty seems to 
be a little less as, for instance, in the 
matter of cotton. In some cases the du- 
ties are higher, but on the whole it may 
be Baid that it will put the barriers up 
about even with McKinley's own tariff. 
It will strike Canadian producers — agri- 
cultural and otherwise— harder even 
than the McKinley bill. 

The answer has been given very speed- 
ily to bit Richard Cartwright and Hon. 
Mr. Davits, and it is an answer not of 
reciprocity or n desire to discuss mat- 
ters, lint a pla u and well defined recom- 
mendation to put up. It may, however, 
be said there will be reciprocal clauses 
in the bill. Wo shall be able to tell 
what they are when we see them, but I 
have little doubt that there will be re- 
ciprocal clauses for West Indian and 
South American consumption. 

What8hould Canada do? The anower 
seems plain enough. She should strive 
and provide for her own wants. She 
should keep her products from entering 
their territories, maybe not by as high a 
duty but by a duty which will be thor- 
oughly affective. She should give over 
hoping for anything from the United 
States under Republican rule and should 
make up her mind to go ahead by her- 
self without thiB everlasting cringing to 
and looking toward a marker which is 
not after all very much her own natur- 
ally and which our neighbors are deter- 
mined shall be artificially barred against 
us. The best market for our products is 
that of Great Britain, where we meet 
with the largest consumptive demand in 
the world and best elective market, 
where choice products bring choice 
priceB,

Programme of the Flynn Government— 
Bridge Over the St. Lawrence— 
J. H. R. Molson 111. 

Montreal, March 15. — (Special)— The 
provincial election campaign is moving 
slowly. The Flynn government is lay- 
ing down a campaign for free 
primary education, the reduction 
of taxation by the consolidation of 
the provincial debt, and an ac- 
tive colonization policy. Everywhere 
the Conservatives are busy selecting can- 
didates and making energetic prepara- 
tions; but in some sections the Liberals 
are not nearly as far forward in selecting 
candidates. To-day was the last for en- 
tering names on the voters' lists in 
nearly all the districts. Many who 
voted Liberal in the Federal elections of 
June will vote Conservative in tho com- 
ing elections, both on account of the 
programme and the memory of the 
Mercier government. 

Hon. L. J. Beaubien, commissioner of 
agriculture in the Quebec government, is 
a candidate for Chambly county in the 
approaching election. 

It is now known that Mr. Langlois.tha 
present editor of La Patrie, will be ap- 
pointed Senate translator at the end of 
the coming session, and that he will be 
replaced here by Mr. Bourassa, M.P. for 
La belle. 

The government has granted a half 
million to a scheme for building a bridge 
between Montreal and Longueuil, on 
condition that the Federal government 
and the city each contribute like 
amounts.

Heturn of the Steamers "Danube' 
and " Tees "—The Biggest 
Vessel Afloat. 



The equally weather of Wednesday, 
though not very alarming locally was 
felt with damaging eil'ect by the scaling 
fleet cruisintr along the coast. Accord 
ing to news received by the Tees, which 
.returned from her regular coast trip on 
8unday night, the E.B.Marvin, the 
largest schooner of the fleet, suffered 
most severely. »On Sunday aEternoon 
the Tees called at Port San Juan and 
iearned from the Indian schooner Fisher 
Maid, which had juBt arrived there, that 
the Marvin lost eight canoes and two 
boats in the blow. The loss, however, 
will not militate seriously against the 
vessel's operations, as the Fisher Maid 
was ready, upon consideration, to trans- 
fer all the canoes she had to the larger 
craft, and to renew her equipment was 
what brought her in to San Juan. The 
C. D, Rand called in at Dodge's Cove 
after the blow with part of her 
headgear carried away. But the delay 
occasioned was very Bhort, as the 
schooner was able to put to sea next 
day. The Sapphire had a canoe smashed 
in the gale and ran into Clayoquot to 
have it replaced, where she left 30 pelts 
to be forwarded on the Victeria on tho 
Tees.

TIIE GREATEST AFLOAT. 

The new twin-screw steamship Penn- 
sylvania, of the Hamburg- American line, 
in point of capacity the greatest Bhip in 

. the world, has arrived in Hamburg on 
her first voyage from New- York. She left 
New York with the largest cargo that 
any ship in any part of the world ever 
carried — i.e., 18,500 tons measurement. 
To form an idea of the enormous quantity 
which this amouut'of freight represents, 
it may be noted that it would take (ill! 
ordinary freight cars, or about 18 freight 
trains to transport it. In addition to 
its great freight-carryinir capacity, the 
Pennsylvania has accommodations for 
passengers which are remarkable for 
their roominess this being permitted by 
the great size of the vessel. The Penn- 
svlvania was built and engineered by 
Harland & ' Wolff at Belfast, Ireland.

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. RESERVES SUMMONED. 

v»~.ek Preparations lor War Contingencies 
—Turkey Warned of Treaty 
Violations. 

Athens, March 15. — A royal decree 
summoning the remainder of the reserve 
is expected to-day. Prince Nicholas, 
with a battery, has been stationed on the 
frontier line. The King has consented 
that the war office should undertake the 
formation of a foreign legion intheevent 
of an outbreak of war. Thousands of 
horses and mules are arriving from 
abroad, the gifts of rich Greeks, who are 
eendingalso large sums to the national 
treasury for patriotic purposes'. 

For the present the government does 
not seem embarrassed for money, the 
rate of exchange being rather lower than 
usual, and specie for payment of the 
coupons just due have been deposited 
without recourse to the usual purchases 
in the money market, which alwayB 
affects exchange. Without a doubt the 
foreign bondholders will suffer later 
from the cost of mobilizing. 

A corps of military telegraphers has 
sailed from Crete with a view to estab 
lishing communication between the 
various points occupied by the Greek 
troops. A committee of ladies is busv 
making uniforms and attending to the 
wants of thousands of Cretan refugees. 
Steamers are daily embarking troops for 
Thessaly. 

The government has sent a strong pro- 
test warning Turkey that the action of 
the forts at Provesa is violating the 
treat} - of 1881, and holding the Porte re- 
sponsible if this warning is disregarded. 

Snow is falling on the Macedonian 
frontier, and the troops are sullering 
from cold and exposure. It is reported 
that disease has broken out among the 
Turkish troops, who are largely young 
recruits, badly fed and lodged. 

A dispatch from Heraklion, Crete, say? 
that owing to the excesses of the Mus- 
sulmans, the consuls have asked the ad- 
mirals to land detachments of marines 
there. 

Constantinople, March 15.— ThePorte 
continues to adopt an acquiescent tone 
in answer to the request of the powers. 
Replying to the collective note from the 
ambassadors on the 5th instant, the 
Porto today announced in writing its in- 
tention to concentrate the Ottoman 
troops at Cretan fortified towns aa soon 
as the Greek troops evacuate the island. 
The Porte has also sect an identical re- 
quest to the envoys of the powers beg- 
ging them to expedite a solution of the 
crisis. 

London, March 15. — The Constanti- 
nople correspondent of the London 
Times says it is reported there that 
Russia has proposed that the powers in- 
tervene in Bulgaria and Servia to pre- 
vent the opening of the Macedonian 
question. 

Two hundred and fifty self-propelling 
torpedoes of a new model have arrived 
from Germany to lie sent to Smyrna, 
Salonica, Alexandretta, Prevess " and 
other ports, as a protection against pos- 
sible attacks by the Greek cruisers. 

Captain Mumtaz Bey, one of the best 
officers in the Turkish navy, has been 
imprisoned for making derogatory re- 
marks as to the efficiency of the Turkish 
squadron. 



MURDERER CHARCOAL. 

The Condemned Indian Will Have to Be 
Carried to the Scaffold. 

Winnipeg, March 15. — A Macleod dis- 
patch to the Free Press to-\iiight sayB 
that Charcoal, the Indian murderer of 
Sergeant Wilde, who is to be hanged to- 
morrow, will have to he carried to the 
scaffold owing to infirmity in his legs. 
The scaffold is erected and Charcoal re- 
ceived the last sacraments of the church 
this afternoon. The Indians are quiet 
and there is no excitement over the 
hanging among them.

being met by a duty, it would not be 
good policy for parliament to impoee a 
like duty on imported bituminous coal. 

There ia some difficulty in ■ dealing 
with the matter, for we suppoae no one 
would suggest the. imposition of a duty 
on American coal simply because the 
United States congress may see fit to put 
a duty on Canadian coal. Nearly all the 
bituminous coal imported goes into On- 
tario, only a little over one hundred 
thousand tons being imported into the 
other provinces, out of which amount 
3,322 tons were imported into British 
Columbia. Ontario is a long way from 
any of'thc Canadian coal fields, and the 
question that arises is whether a duty on 
coal would simply be a tax on the On- 
tario consumer. If that iB what it would 
be there will probably be very great dif- 
ficulty in getting parliament to put on 
the impost. Of the coal exported by 
Canada to the United States, 680,789 
tons went from British Columbia. There- 
fore auy duty which the United 
States may impose will bear more 
heavily upon this province than upon 
any other, and any duty which Canada 
may impose will bear more heavily 
upon Ontario than any other province 
As the anthracite coal produced in 
Canada amounts to comparatively little 
and as there is no source other than the 
I'nited States from which the Eastern 
provinces can get anthracite, it is hardly 
worth while to talk about imposing a 
duty on that kind of coal; but if it

It surpassed Montreal 
by 134, olS tons, and fell short only 143,- 
527 of being equal to St. John, N.B., and 
Halifax, N.S., combined. This is a 
proud position for our city to occupy. 
For years the cities on the Atlantic sea 
board have made their foreign commerce 
their greatest boast, but Victoria has 
now for two years bepn able to claim 
supremacy as being the leading port of 
entry in the Dominion, so far as regis 
te red tonnage i 8 concerned. Comparing 
the five leading ports for the years 1895 
and IS'JO we lind the following 
1895. 

Victorin 843,878 

Montreal 721,115 

Quebec 579,052 

Halifax (527.572 

St. John 509,800 

From this it appears all the leading 
ports except Halifax showed an increase 
in 1896 over 1895 but that Victoria show- 
ed the greatest. Thus :

Montreal 74,040 

Quebec 19,774 

St. John 48.045 

Halifax 22, 227 decrease 

These figures are not only interesting 
but they are full of promise for the 
future. It is needless to repeat that the 
commerce of the Pacilic Coast is as yet 
only in its infancy, but the fact ought to 
he kept in mind when we re- 
flect upon the proud position which 
our city occupies. The smallest of 
the provinces in point of population, 
the youngest in the point of coloniza- 
tion, British Columbia not only can 
boast that her capital city leads the 
whole Dominion in the tonnage of ships 
entering at her customs house, but that 
lour of her ports find a place among the 
eleven leading porta of Canada. This 
simple fact is the crystallization of the 
greatest feature in the future of the Do- 
minion — namely, the commerce of the 
Pacific and all the possibilities in the 
way of wealth and maritime greatness 
which it involves

CANADIAN COAL TRADE. 

A very earnest demand is going up 
from the press of the State of Washing- 
ton it have a duty placed upon coal im- 
ported into the I'nited States. It may 
be that the arguments used on that be- 
half will prevail with Congress, but it is 
worth while pointing out that so far as 
our trade in coal goes with the I'nited 
States, that country has very much tho 
best of it.

We no longer think of lunacy, although 
we may use the word. What we mean 
ia insanity, which is not a visitation 
from some external agency, but an un- 
soundness due to causes within tho in- 
dividual, which may be removed. In 
other words mental insanity like physi- 
cal insanity is a disease, "and for the 
treatment of diseases we provide hospi- 
tals not asylums. The asylum was a 
step and a long one in advance of the 
prison and the chain. The hospital is a 
longer step in advance of the' asylum. 
Dr. Walkem did a very timely thing in 
drawing attention to this matter.

The last illness of the re- 
former was pathetically described, and 
an instructive lecture closed by quoting 
the memorable saying uttered at Knox's 
graveside: "Here lies iie who never 
feared the face of man."

Wilson, of Vernon, preached at St. An- 
drew's last Sunday morning to a large 
congregation, and m the evening Rev. 
Mr. Clay exchanged pulpits with Rev. 
Mr. Mcliwen of Emmanuel Baptist 
church. Special music was provided at 
all the services of the day by the choir, 
which is now recognized as one of the 
beet in the "ity.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Third Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

TWENTY-THIRL) DAY . 

Monday, March 10. 

The Speaker took the chair at 2 
o'clock. 

Prayers by Rev. Canon Beanianda. 

Mr. Cotton presented a petition from 
W. de V. Lemaiatre of Trail (receiver of 
the Kootenai Water Supply Company.) 
and a number^ of other creditors and. in- 
terested in the Kootenai Water Supply 
Company, stating that the works of this 
company situated on Seven Mile creek 
Pend d'Oreille river were on August 
25, 1806 transferred to George Archer 
for the alleged consideration of $1, and 
an action waa now pending to set aside 
the bill of sale as irregular and fraudu- 
lent to creditors. That Eobert Archer 
■waa one of those now applying for the 
incorporation of a company to use the 
machinery of this company and that to 
grant such a charter would deprive the 
petitioners of their lights to recover for 
wages etc., against the Kootenai com- 
pany. The petition was read and re- 
ferred to the private bills committee. 

Mr. Booth, for the private bills com- 
mittee, reported the preamble proved in 
the case of the Yancouver-Nanaimo 
Railway Transfer Co. and submitted the 
bill with amendments. Read and re- 
ceived. 

Mr. Sword introduced a bill to amend 
the Municipal Elections Act. The bill 
was read a first time and set for second 
reading Wednesday. 

Mr. Helmcken moved for copies of all 
correspondence between the government 
and the government of the Dominion of 
Canada with reference to the question of 
the removal of the Indians from the 
Songhees reserve since the return dated 
February 11, 1897, was presented to the 
house. Carried. 

lion. Mr. Martin presented returns re- 
lating to applications for coal lands at 
Rock creek and White lake. East Yale. 

The Premier made the formal resolu- 
tion that supply be granted to Her Ma- 
jesty, and that the house resolve itself 
into committee of the whole on Wednes- 
day to consider the resolution. 

This was carried. 

Mr. Adams asked the Hon. Minister of 
Mines: How often has Hugh Hunt- 
er, mining recorder for the mining divi- 
sion of Similkameen, obtained leave of 
absence during the part of lS'Jti from 
1st of May to 31st December? 

Hon. Col. Baker — " Once, as far as I 
am aware." 

Mr. Semlin asked the Premier — "How 
soon will the government inform this 
house of its railway uolicy?" 

The Premier — "The government ex- 
perts to do so this week, or naxt week." 

Mr. Hume presented a bill to incor- 
porate the Bedlington & Nelson Railway 
Co. 

The bill was read a firBt and referred 
to the railway committee. 

Dr. Walkem presented a petition from 
the wholesale and retail druggists against 
an amendment to the Pharinaej' Act 
making it compulsory to sell poisons 
only in rough bottles.. The petition 
pointed out that if this provision was 
put in force they would be obliged to 
tear open packages such as rough on 
rate, and other preparations, in order to 
place them in such bottles. This would 
not be practicable. 

The petition was read and received. 

The report of the Land Clauses Act 
was adopted, and the third reading of 
the bill fixed for Wednesday. 

The debate on the second reading of 
the Lunacy bill was continued by Mr. 
Semlin, but though he spoke for a few 
moments and was heard to say that 
some changes would be proposed in com- 
mittee, the nature of his objections, did 
not reach the press gallery. 

Dr. Walkem objected to some of the 
clauses in the act, among them that the 
superintendent of the asylum at West- 
minster should be inspector of any pri- 
vate asylum. At present there were no 
private asylums in the province, but 
there might be in time. There were 
other provisions he said that he could 
object to, one of them was the title which 
he would like to see changed from asy- 
lum to "hospital." 

The second reading was carried and 
the bill ordered committed tomorrow. 

Mr. Semlin asked that the second 
reading of the Water Clauses bill stand 
over for a day, as he would like to hear 
fr^m the upper country before he spoko 
on it. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts, though quite pie- 
prepared to go on with the bill, was 
willing to let it staud over to oblige the 
opposition leader. 

At Mr. Sword's request Mr. Kenne- 
dy's name waa substituted for his on the 
public accounts committee. 

The house went into committee on the 
West Kootenay Power and Light Co. 
hill, Mr. Huff in the chair. The corn- 
tee reported progress and asked leave to 
eit again. 

The house went into committee on the 
ReveMoke, Trout Lake and I!ig Bend 
Telephone Co. bill, Mr Kennedy in the 
chair. Tho committee reported the bill 
complete without amendments. 

Mr. Semlin presented a petition from 
the Thompson River Hydraulic Co"., 
. Ltd., asking that thoy bo allowed to 
amend their petition for consolidating 
the several acts relating to the company 
by adding a provision extending the 
term of their leases for 25 years. 

Mr. Speaker ruled the petition out of 
order as infringing on the rights of the 
crown. 

The house wen£ into committee on the 
Cassiar Central Railway bill, Mr. Wil- 
liams in tho chair. The committee rose 
reporting progress. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented a return 
relating to the proposed residence for the 
admiral at Esquinialt. The return con 
tained the resolution of the city council 
of Victoria and a letter from Col. Baker 
forwarding the resolution to the ad 
miral. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented return re- 
lating to the Quatsino and Cape Scott 
colonies. The return show's that so far 
the settlers at Quatsino are contented 
with their location, and ask further time 
to get the required number of settlers to 
take advantage of the law relating to 
free lands. In reply, the Minister of 
Immigration has given the required ex- 
tension to June 30; pointing out, how- 
ever, that the necessary number of col- 
onists must be forthcoming before any 
title can be given.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

To the Editor: — "Citizen" fails to 
make good his claim of irresponsibility 
as against the school board. Responsi- 
bility to the electorate direct is surely 
the essence of responsible government. 
Responsibility for the collection of cer- 
tain rates, and taxes does not enter into 
the question, these are a mere matter of 
routine provided for by law and at- 
tended to by the city stall' on behalf of 
the school board (practically by the 
board) to avoid the expense of additional 
machinery. 

The responsibility to the electorate by 
the two corporations would appear to be 
in the proportion of about three to one 
in favor of the school board, for, instead 
of being elected by a single section or 
ward and subject to the manipulation of 
ward-heelers— not a new element — in 
their own interests, the members of the 
school board are elected by the whole 
city and responsible to every elector in 
the city. 

However largely the matter of money 
disbursement may bulk with us — and it 
is right that prudence and business tact 
should be exercised therein — it is true, 
nevertheless, that trustees have a higher 
duty, and a more grave responsibility in 
the care of tho children while in school ; 
and if through apathy, failure to recog- 
nize duty, or even in an attempt to save 
a few dollars, they permitted children to 
be housed in rooms poorly lighted and 
ventilated, and where they knew the air 
to be impure, and believed health to be 
endangered without an effort at im- 
provement, I apprehend the electors 
would — and very properly so — use cor- 
rective measures at the iirst opportunity. 

The appropriation asked is, as 1 under- 
stand it, for the renovation of Central 
graded school, and there is no need to 
worry about the title to the land on 
which it stands, it's a good deal better 
than the building. 

Public school education is doubtless 
assuming a wide range. This is a sub- 
ject upon which there is great diveisity 
of opinion. The state does well when it 
furnishes free what is known as a com- 
mon school education. These matters, 
however, may be discussed at leiaure, 
meantime their solution furnishes no 
good reason why the school board should 
forego its manifest first duty, viz., the 
conservation of health. With these ob- 
servations I dismiss the subject for the 
present, with thanks for courtesies ex- 
tended.

MR. COTTON'S MORTGAGE TAX. 

To the Editor: — Mr. Cotton has 
adopted a vague and round-about way 
in formulating his proposition. In the 
first place he gives a " whereas " in favor 
of the agricultural interests, then 
another for securing a cheaper method 
of transfer of land by means of the 
Torrens system and indefeasible titles to 
land, finally he winds up by asking the 
Government to abolish the mortgage 
tax, which he confuses with the assess- 
ment of that part of the land which the 
owner has mortgaged, but which as a 
matter of fact are very distinct, the 
mortgage tax is supposed to be paid 
by the money lender and the 
land tax by the laud owner. 
Whether by the practice of 
the money lending fraternity the bor- 
rower is charged with the payment of 
this mortage tax, I do not known, but 
it such is the case it is doubly burden 
some on him as he pays a high rate of 
interest for the money and is also taxed 
on the whole value of his land. Now 
Mr, Cotton asks to have all these re- 
forms for the farmer only, as if society 
were exclusively composed of farmers 
whilst it is well known that the ques- 
tions involved affects all members of the 
community dealing in landed property. 

As to the system of securing titles to 
land and adopting the Torrens cystem 
nothing has been shown that the one 
now in use has been faulty or that pur- 
chasers do not acquire a good title. The 
non-issue of what are called certifi- 
cates of indefeasible title speaks 
highly in favor of the present 
system. Landowners are well satisfied 
with their present titles and no neces- 
sity exists for them to incur the ex- 
pense of obtaining an "'indefeasible.'" 
The present system is so simple that 
for 50 cents any person may examine 
the records and satisfy himself as to the 
encumbrances of any title. That charee 
is not so exorbitant as to deter capital 
from being loaned to the landowner. 

If instead of mixing up these uues- 
tions Mr. Cotton had limited his propo- 
sition to reducing tho taxation on land 
to the extent of such part as is encum- 
bered for which the owner is already 
paying interest as well as the amount of 
the mortgage tax to the money lender, 
he would have brought the matter within 
the possibilities of practical legislation, 
and by this means given relief to the 
farmer for whom he appears to be so 
solicitous. It requires an elastic im- 
agination to see the connection between 
agricultural interests and the Torrens 
system, and before adopting the latter 
I would say to Mr. Cotton : 

•• 'Tis better to bear the ills we have 
Than My lo others we know not of."

SHALL WOMEN HAVE THE VOTE? 

To the Editor: — Few questions have 
made a more rapid advance in public 
opinion than the claims of women to be 
entitled to vote in the election of mem 
bers of parliament. Thirty years ago 
Mr. John Stuart Mill startled the Eng- 
lish House of Commons by moving as an 
amendment to the Reform bill of 18(ii 
"to leave out man and substitute per 
son." People could scarcely believe 
that the proposal was made in earnest 
and ridicule was the weapon employed 
to oppose it. Now distinguished states- 
men and leading politicians of all par- 
ties have accepted the principle that 
men and women have equal politico, 
rights ; and last month a bill for extend- 
ing the parliamentary franchise to wo 
men was read in the English House of 
Commons a second time with a majori- 
ty of 71. 

When once the women's suffrage ques 
tionhadsurvivedt.be ordeal of ridicule 
and came to be argued on the basis of 
natural rights, men found it very diffi- 
cult to find a sufficient reason why 
women should not have a voice in the 
government of their country. Women 
have to obey the laws of their country or 
take the consequences. Women are not 
exempt from the payment of taxes. That 
by a decreo of nature women were made 
to be governed by men was a proposal 
somewhat difficult for an intelligent man 
to maintain in the presence of an intelli- 
gent woman. If he were gifted with any 
sense of humor he could scarcely fail to 
join in the laughter such an assertion 
would be likely to provoke. It was also 
difficult to give a logical reason why a 
woman of education and wealth should 
he debarred from a political privilege 
granted without demur to her coachman 
or gardener. 

Much has already been done towards 
a full recognition of the representative 
rights of women. In this province their 
municipal rights, so far as regards vot- 
ing, are fully acknowledged. ~ There is 
no town m here they have not a share in 
the administration of public affairs. It 
is not eaBy to see why it should be safe 
for them to share in a municipal elec- 
tion and dangerous to let them vote for 
the members who sit in the legislative 
assembly. We understand that a num- 
erously signed petition asking that tho 
rights of citizenship shall not be abridged 
on account of sex, but that full franchise 
shall be granted to the women of this 
province on the same terms aB to the 
men, will be presented to tho legislative 
assembly during the present week. To 
withhold the rights they ask for because 
of their sex would bo to fir their posi- 
tion as members of the commonwealth 
at a lower level than that of men. To 
fasten upon them such a badge of iuferi-

On the map the present route via 
Lynn canal and the Takou Teslin routes 
look the best, but no one knows better 
than Mr. Packard the difficulties, none 
oi whicli are met on the Stickeen route. 
Another point which should not be lost 
sight of, is which route is going to 
benefit the cities on the Coast of British 
Columbia the most, as it is not our in- 
terest surely to throw more trade into 
Juneau or Alaskan towns than we can 
help. 

Before Mr. Packard and Begg, or any 
one else spend any of their or other 
peoples money, would it not be better to 
wait till the fall, when we shall hare the 
Dominion government expert'8 opinion 
as to which is the best in every way, the 
cheapest, the quickest and the mpst 
feasible, and last, but no means least 
the route that will benefit British Colum 
bia the most. 

Personally, from actual knowledge, 
favor Mr. Beggs' route, but I think no 
route should be accepted by the govern' 
ment till it is an assured fact which is 
the best.

island according to the treaty of 1825, 
md they further believe that the United 
States people and fishermen have been 
too much indulged in these matters.

HEARD IH THE HOTELS. 

Sooke Mines to the Fore -The Cape Scott 
Colony Will Engage in Halibut 
Fishing. 

R. Hansen arrived with the schooner 
Floyburg from Seattle at one o'clock 
yesterday morning, and is now at the 
Dominion hotel. Mr, Hansen is the 
promoter of the Cape Scott Danish col- 
ony and intends to use the boat for hali- 
but fishing and the general service of 
the colony. A crew of six of the colon- 
ists will take the boat up to Ub new 
home port and the remainder of the col- 
ony will leave by the Tees on the 20th 
ins't. Those who compose the party are, 
in nearly all cases, delegates from differ- 
ent partes of Washington, California and 
the Eastern states. They visit the Cape 
to report aB tothefertihtv of the soil and 
the advantages of the locality. Should 
they find every thing favorable, by the end 
of April upwards of fifty colonists and 
their families will arrive to take 
up their homes in the Northern part of 
the Island. So sanguine of the outlook 
are some of the present party that they 
have already purchased some cows, piga 
and chickens, to take along with them. 
Mr. Hansen was busy all day yesterday 
having the Floyburg transferred from 
the American to the British flag, while 
he has become a subject of the Queen. 

Mr. R. Jensen, one of the colonists, 
brought with him from the Golden state 
some choice berry bushes to experiment 
with. Mr. Jacobsen, another of the 
party, has brought lrom the experimen- 
tal farm at Agassiz samples of different 
kinds of grain and potatoes for the pur- 
pose of testing the soil. Cape Scott be- 
ing one of the most Northern points of 
Vancouver Island the government is de- 
sirous of having weather observations 
taken there and a record of the same 
kept. It has accordingly furnished Mr. 
R. Hansen with the necessary instru- 
ments. * 

While mining men and millionaires 
have been proclaiming to the world their 
faith in Kootenay, Texada, Cariboo and 
Alberni, a little baud of equally con- 
fident and well equipped prospectors 
have been industriously working through 
East Sooke district, with 20 miles of 
Victoria. They have found quartz that 
will not appear to disadvantage in any 
company, and upwards of a score of 
piomising claims have during the past 
« oek been duly staked and recorded. 
Due of the most promising properties in 
the district was yesterday recorded by 
Mr. A. Goedtel, who brought numerous 
surface samples with him to be assayed. 
The ledge at the point from which these 
were taken is 10 inches in width, with 
true signs of widening, and the rock on 
this and an adjoining property has given 
assay returns as high as $40 in gold to 
the ton. Mr. Goedtel is a pioneer set- 
tler, who is generally credited with 
knowing a good thine — he has come to 
the conclusion ^bat East Sooke quartz is 
among the good things. 

A STRANGE CASE. 

Singular Legal Muddle Brought About at 
Kaslo. 

A motion was made to Mr. Justice 
Drake yesterday on behalf of Mr. E. E. 
Chipman of Kaslo, for an order prohib- 
iting Judge Forin as Stipendiary magis- 
trate in Kootenay from proceeding with 
tlie hearing of an information brought 
ainst him by G. O. Buchanan, an 
aldermen of Kaslo. It is charged that 
during the civic elections at Kaslo the 
defendent used certain abusive and 
blasphemous langauge with reference to 
Buchanan in a public street in Kaslo. 
Buchanan accordingly brought the mat- 
ter before the city council requesting 
them to instruct the city solicitor to 
proceed against Mr. Chipman under 
a by. law prohibiting abusive lan- 
guage in public places. The coun- 
cil refused to have anything to do 
with the matter on the ground that it 
was a personal affair between the alder- 
man and Mr. Chipman. Under a clause 
in the Municipal Actof 1890 prohibiting 
justices of the peace from sitting in cities 
which have police magistrates except 
during the absence or illness of magis- 
trates and at their request. Mr. Chip- 
man offered to request, some justices of 
the peace residing at Kaslo to hear and 
determine the case. Aid. Buchanan, 
however, did not consider that his com- 
plaintwould be properly dealt with in this 
way and procured a summons return- 
able at Nelson before Judge Forin as 
stipendiary magistrate. Judge Forin, 
on the return of the summons, at the 
defendant's request adjourned the mat- 
ter eight days to enable the defendant to 
make this appeal to the Supreme court. 
Mr. Kobt. Cassidy, instructed by Mr. P. 
\V. McCann, Q.G., appeared to support 
the motion, and submitted that Judge 
Forin had no jurisdiction, and 
moreover that lie should bo pro- 
hibited from acting in the mat- 
ter. Mr. A. L. Belyea opposed the 
motion on the ground "that Judge Forin, 
being stipendiary magistrate for the 
whole district, had jurisdiction to act in 
Kaslo. Mr. Belyea also argued that 
Mr. Chipman, in offering to request 
some justices of the peace to act in the 
case, only offered to choose his own 
judges, which he had no right to do, and 
that Jud^e Forin, having adjourned the 
ise for more than a week, the informa 
tion was dead and there was no reason 
to apply for prohibition, which should 
not now be granted. Judgment was re- 
served.

Vossiblo Blockade of the Principal 
forts of Greece— Position 
of France. 



London, Marc"*) 15.— The Daily Chron- 
icle announces that the formal uiti/JJa- 
tum has been delivered to Greece, an- 
nouncing that the blockade of Crete and 
certain Greek ports, not yet named ( wu ] 
begin Wednesday. Some of the powers 
have decided that unless Greece yieldB, 
or if Bhe declares war on Turkey, meas- 
ures somewhat more severe will bo em- 
ployed, even to the point of utterly de- 
stroying Greece as a nation. 

That Greece seems to realize the un- 
willingness of the powers to give way 
is outlined in the rumored proposals 
and suggestions reaching London to-day 
from Athens. It iB stated that a mem- 
ber of the Greek government declared 
this morning that Greece would accept 
for Crete a regime similar to that in Bos- 
nia, which would leave inviolate the 
principle of non-annexation while main- 
taining the integrity of the Ottoman em- 
pire; and it is said that he suggested 
that France should take the initiative in 
proposing this solution, remarking: 
" Unless France does this she will have 
to watch carefully the action of Great 
Britain, who is preparing to land a con- 
siderable force in Crete. It is to the in- 
terest of France to make friendly ad- 
vances to G reece, whose support would 
give her naval supremacy in the Asiatic, 
and Mediterranean." 

Rome, March 15. — It is seun-oflicially 
stated hero this afternoon that all the 
foreign admiral have received orders to 
blockade Crete. It is added that the 
blockade of Greece would only occur if 
the Cretan blockade should prove in- 
adequate. The Greek fleet is expected 
to leave Crete, otherwise it will be es- 
corted outside Cretan waters. 

St. Petersburg, March 15.— All the 
admirals except the French and Italian 
commanders have been ordered to im- 
mediately olockade the principal Greek 
ports, especially the firaeus (port of 
Athens,) Syria and Volo. The ultima- 
tum will forwith be addressed to Greece 
by the admirals of the foreign fleet. 

Vienna, March 15. — The proposal of 
the powers that France and Italy oc- 
cupy Crete with a mixed force of 75,000 
men has been declined by the govern- 
ments of those two countries on the 
score of expense. The occupation of 
Crete, therefore, will be undertaken by 
a force from the six powers, although 
Germany and Austria will only nomin- 
ally take part to bIiow that they are 
agreeable to the measure. The powers 
are discussing the details of the auton- 
omous government and the choice of a 
governor, who will, it is said, be a 
Frenchman.

THE QUEEN AND CANADA. 

' Colonist's " Suggestions for the Cele- 
bration of the Queen's Jubilee. 



The Victoria (B. C.) Colonist has two 
original suggestions as to the way in 
which the Queen's jubilee should be 
celebrated in Canada. The first is that 
the Dominion parliament should adopt 
an address, praying that the name of 
Canada may appear in the title of the 
sovereign and that a sprig of maple may 
appear on the imperial arms. In this 
connection it is interesting to remember 
that at confederation Sir John McDon- 
ald was very anxious that the 
united provinces should be styled 
the Kingdom of Canada. The 
change from Kingdom to Dominion 
was made at the instance of Lord Derby, 
then Foreign Minister, who "feared that 
the lirst name would wound the 
susceptibilities of the Yankees." So Sir 
John Macdonald said in a letter to Lord 
Knutsford, written from Riviere de Loup 
in July, 1889, in which he expresses his 
regret that the colonial minister of the 
day treated the B.N. A. Act as it it were 
" a private bill uniting two or three 
English parishes," and failed to grasp 
the Imperial scope of the measure. 

Sir John continues : " Had a different 
course been pursued — for instance, had 
united Canada been declared to be an 
auxiliary kingdom, as it was in the Can- 
adian draft of the hill — 1 feel sure (al- 
most) that the Australian colonies would, 
ere tiiis, have been applying to be placed 
in the same rank as ' the Kingdom of 
Canada.' " However that may be, it is 
certain that application from Canada of 
the character suggested by the Colonist 
would be followed by asimilarapplication 
from the Australasian colonies and the 
amplification of the Royal title might 
become a matter of difficulty. At pro- 
sent it runs: " Victoria, by the (iraee of 
God, of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland Queen, Defender of 
the Faith, Empress of India." The last 
clause was added in 1877. so that there 
is a precedent for the inclusion of Can- 
ada, if Ixird Salisbury were so inclined, 
and it would certainly be a graceful com- 
pliment to the loyalty of the leading 
British colony. 

The Colonist's other suggestion is less 
important, but no less interesting. It is 
that the troops to bo sent to London 
from Australia, India and Hongkong to 
attenil the jubilee celebration should 



travel by way of Canada, and be re- 
viewed at the principal cities en route. 
This seemB to be a capital suggestion, 
and one to which no objection could be 
raised. A word from tho Dominion gov- 
ernment to the Imperial authorities who 
have theinatter in hand would probably be 
sufficient and the visit of the troops would 
be an occasion of unique interest. Their 
reception here would be of tho most en- 
thusiastic kind, and would give them a 
foretaste of what they had to expect in 
London. Besides, it would be a magni- 
ficent object le&son of tho extent and 
power of the Empire, bound together 
under one flag in allegiance to the 
Queen, whom all her subjects, of what- 
ever race, clime or creed, delight to hon- 
or.— Montreal Gazette. 

FITZ^UrilONS-CORBETT, 

Indication of a Very Slim Attendance at 
the Championship Meet at 
Carson. 

Carson, March 15.— Dan Stewart is 
somewhat discouraged over the outlook 
for the attendance at the glove contest 
from the east of the Mississippi. Ac- 
cording to latest advices they will poi- 
hapB send a single special train from a 
Bection from which had been expected at 
least 1,000 or 1,500 people. Telegrams 
show that some parties have chartered a 
special car which will be attached to a 
regular train. Definite figures cannot be 
obtained, but it is estimated that not 
more than oo0 visitors from east of 
the Mississippi will be in Car- 
son when Corbett and Fitzsimmons 
face each other in the ring. The 
bulk of the crown will come from San 
Francisco, and there will be a mod- 
erate delegation from Denver, Salt Lake, 
and other cities west of the Rockies. 
According to the indications this morn- 
ing, the attendance may not be over 
2,500, unless there is a larger outpouring 
from Keno, Virginia City and other 
Nevada towns than is now" anticipated. 
Up to Saturday one passenger coach was 
all that was needed to bring visitors 
from Reno, where connections aro made 
with the Southern Pacific, over which 
route people must travel. JThe Sunday 
trains had two coaches; tlie one this 
morning had the same number. There 
was, however, plenty of room. About 
seventy people arrived, including a the- 
atrical troupe. No one of any promin- 
ence in public circles came this morning. 
The arrivals consisted of people from 
the East and West, who reached Reno 
last night. The train which, left San 
Francisco last night was late and missed 
connection at Reno. 



PATRIOTIC SPANIARDS. 

Weyler and His; Patriots Pledge Themselves 
to King and Country— Scoville 
Returns Thanks. 

Havana, March 15. — The general 
patriotic committee assembled yesterday 
in the chamber of commerce. Captain- 
General Weyler was chairman and Mar- 
quis Palmerota, secretary of the general 
government, was vice chairman. The 
meeting is described as a patriotic mani- 
festation of the social, working and 
mercantile classes. A message was sent 
to the King of Spain and to the Spanish 
government pledging unconditional ad- 
herence to the Mother country. There 
was cheering for Spain, the army. Gen- 
eral Weyler and the navy. 

Sylvester Scoville, correspondent of 
the New York World, who arrived here 
yesterday from Sancti Spiritus, called at 
the offices of La Lucia to-day and asked 
to make a statement setting forth the 
considerate manner in which he was 
treated by the Spanish authorities and 
officials of all classes during the thirty- 
one days he was in confinement. 

It is understood that Scoville sails 
direct for New York on Saturday next 
and that later in the month his family 
will also sail for the United States and 
remain out of Cuba during the hot 
season.
